And yet again, “it is a 
terrible avalanche of snow melted by the 
heat-of the sun, suspended at an immense 
height, that threatens to sweep away, destroy 
and bury the travelers that ascend the moun- 
tain” After all this, the puzzled reader will 
ask,—whatieit? Well, it is annexation to 
the United States—only this and nothing 
more. 

Now, considering that the miasm, and the 
tempest, and the avalanche amount to so lit- 
tle, one’s sympathy for the affrighted Chi- 
huahuan speedily subsides. After all, what 
is there so delightful in the condition of 
Northern Mexico, fleeced by officials, plun- 
dered by robbers, and the prey of revolu- 
tionary leaders? In what is anarchy so much 
better than annexation? Sonora, Sinaloa, 
Chihuahua and Lower California would find 
themselves far better off in the American Re- 
public than in the Mexican. Their commerce 
would be increased, their rich minerals 
worked, their agriculture improved, their 
desert places made to blossom as the rose. 
As it is, Mexico is drifting toward disintegra- 
tion. This very northwestern region is one 
of chronic revolt; bands of marauders deso- 
late it; at this moment a “pronouncer’s 
makes head against the Government in Sina- 
loa, and the last message of impassive Jua- 
REZ acknowledges the fact. Now, the ques- 
tion is, whether it is worse to perish by dis- 
integration or to be saved by absorption. It 
is their ignorance of the future that makes 
any Northwestern Mexican regard annexa- 
tion as a dreadful fate, as a “terrible ava- 
lanche ;” when they are once inside the 
Union, they will only wonder why they did 
not come in before. Just now they are in the 
state of the gentleman who hung all night 
from his window-sill, fearing to let go lest he 
should be dashed to pieces on the pavement, 
and when day broke, was disgusted to find 
himself only three feet above the ground.
